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Workers strike

One day next weok, no one 
will pick up your garbage, clean 
out your toilets, or serve you 
residence food; McGill 
maintenance workers will be on 
strike to demand the renegotia- 
tion of their contract. 

Officials of Union local 298, 
which consists of approximately 
400 cafeteria and residence 
workers, porters and janitors, 
refused to say when the 24-hour 
legal strike will occur. 

The walk-out is part of a 
province-wide rotating universi- 
ty sector strike which began 
yesterday. According to 
Gaspare Paimero, President of 
McGill local 298, the support 
staff workers are striking 
primarily to demand employ- 
ment security. 

"We are asking for a new 
contract," he said. "McGill 
wants to change the system so 
that workers could be sent to 
work in a different place in the 
university every day." 



Paimero believes McGill does 
not now employ enough sup- 
port staff for the amount of 
work assigned. "McGill is retir- 
ing people everywhere," he • 
said. "There is more work and 
iless pay." 

. The maintenance workers . 
took a temporary 19 per cent 
pay cut in January. Their pre- 
sent wage has effectively been 
cut by 2 per cent compared to 
last "year." Workers have not 
received a cost of living in- 
crease. 

Local 298 voted 88 per cent in 
favour of striking, according to 
Palermo. On the day of the 
strike, workers arc planning tc 
picket the main entrances ol 
McGill. "We are asking 
students and professors tc 
respect the picket lines," 
Paimero said. 

According to adminstrativc 
staff of McGill Physical Ser- 
vices, the University Strike 
Committee is holding ar

Council: out of the limelight

Students' Council sat down 
together Wednesday night to 
discuss Students' Society as a 
democratic organisation ac- 
countable to students. 

President Bruce Hicks mo- 
tioned to go into closed session 
to discuss what he described as 
"financial matters" — the 
auditors report, the debt and 
the University administration's 
prescribed actions concerning 
the debt. 

His motion was defeated and 
Hicks refused to give the report. 

"A discussion like this should 
be open to all students. It's 
Students' Society money, 
therefore it belongs to 
students," said Vice President' 
External Affairs Patrick 
Gagnon. 

Later, Hicks moved to* amend 
the special rules of order requir- 
ing Council to have a two-thirds 
majority for entering closed ses- 
sion. This too was defeated 
after some Councillors lam- 
basted Hicks for his "closed 
door policy." 

"There is a good reason for a 
two-thirds majority. We are a 
supposedly open body carrying 
on in daylight. This is reason 
enough to be accountable to 
students and the press," said 
Vice President University Af- 
fairs Steven Matthews. "Only 
personal and legal matters 
should be discussed in closed 
session. 

"Where there has been a 
question of hiding information 
behind closed doors, there is ab- 
solutely no reason for going in- 
to closed session," Matthews 
added, referring to the presi- 



dent's report earlier in the 
meeting. 

Councillor Tim Baikie said, 
"Council should never go into 
closed session because of a fear 
that information might be em- 
barrassing. All Council 
meetings should be open to 
students." 

In the external affairs report, 
Patrick Gagnon detailed his 
work combatting education cut- 
backs, but said he was getting 
little response from student 
leaders in the faculties. 

"Nobody seems to be in- 
terested in cutbacks, an issue 
that affects all students an, 



should be fought. They (student 
leaders) are only there for their 
CV's," Gagnon said. 

Gagnon tried to present a mo- 
tion supporting Project 
Ploughshares in the October 22 
disarmament march, but coun- 
cillors refused to even listen to 
the motion once they discovered 
its subject. Last year, students 
voted in a campus-wide referen- 
dum to support disarmament. 

■ According to Matthews,' the 
Executive Committee is suppor- 
ting the march although they 
have not yet made any an- 
nouncement to that effect.

Student activists will be busy 
during the next weeks as 
L'Association nationale des étu- 
diantes du Québec (ANEQ) 
prepares for a student strike on 
November 15, the seventh an- 
niversary of the election of the 
Parti Québécois. 

ANEQ wants its student 
members to protest the decreas- 
ing accessibility to higher educa- 
tion, cutbacks of student bur- 
saries and Law 32 which allows 
direct government control over 
individual student organisa- 
tions. 

According to ANEQ, in- 
dividual student organisations 
have not yet decided to support 
the strike. 

McGill students voted last 
April to disaffiliate from Le 
Regroupment des associations 
étudiantes universitaires 
(RAEU, another student 
association) and join ANEQ. 
ANEQ is also involved in a 
demonstration by Université du 
Québec à Montréal (UQAM) 
students. 

Vice-President External Af- 
fairs Patrick Gagnon suggested 
.McGill students wait and see 
which other universities support 
the strike. The legitimacy of the 
movement depends on a large 
turnout, a sign of support 
without which it would be belter 
not to get involved. 

Gagnon is presently coor- 
dinating McGilPs strike involve- 
ment with the Association 
générale des étudiant(c)s de 
L'Université de Montréal 
(AGEUM). He believes 
AGEUM has "expressed more 
concrete willingness to take a 
firm stand on the cutbacks 
issue." 

Gagnon feels other univer- 
sities like UQAM arc 
"overburdened with issues such 



as Law 32 and their own 
recognition." Law 32 does not 
affect McGill as our Students' 
Society has already been 
recognised and been granted 
permission to collect fees. As 
well, the Society's debt towards 
the McGill Administration 
limits its ability to take a stand. 

In a predominantly fran- 
cophone movement, there is lit- 
tle coordination between 
anglophone schools. Concordia 
has held a referendum on Law 
32 which overwhelming rejected 
the Law. But Concordia will 
probably not go out on strike, 
according to Geneviève Morrin, 
Vice President External of the 
Concordia University Students' 
Association (CUSA). Concor- 
dia has a large percentage of 
part-time and night students 
who cannot afford to miss 
classes and who are not involv- 
ed in the student movement. 

ANEQ is also supporting a 
demonstration by L'Asscmblie 
générale des étudiant(c)s de 
l'Université du Québec à Mon- 
tréal (AGEUQAM). The 
UQAM administration docs not 
recognise its students' society 
and has threatened to throw 
AGEUQAM out of their offices 
Oct. 16. 

AGEUQAM's Vice President 
Financial Affairs Céline Seguin 
said the assembly was notified 
by the authorities at the end of 
May. There has been insufficcnt 
time this year for discussions 
with students but a general 
assembly for debate has been 
scheduled for October 27. , 

AGEUQAM has represen- 
tatives from nine campuses. The 
assembly has only three ex- 
ecutives because several resign- 
ed during the summer. Coor- 
dination has been difficult, said 
Seguin. 



McGillians plan fast

According to Susan Rakita, 
president of the human rights' 
organisation, the fast is to 
"protest the violation of human 
rights in the Soviet Union". 

"We do not share these 
allegations," said Vladimir 
Rcchctilov, Press Manager of 
the Soviet Consulate in Mon- 
tréal. 

"Soviet Jcsvs arc not treated 



any differently" than other 
Soviet citizens. Every year many 
people emigrate from the Soviet 
Union, he said. 

Rakita and approximately 10 
others will be sharing the Bobby 
Sands position in the lobby of 
the Student Union building. 

In conjunction with the fast, 
Rakita plans an "explicit visual 
display" to explain the motives 
for the students' effort. 

McGill students are asked to 
bring in cans of food, said 
Rakita, to "symbolically give 
up one of their freedoms." 

The food will be donated to 
the Sun Youth Food Drive, 
which distributes food to the 
needy.

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Committee stumbles 
in the dark 

The Senate Subcommittee on Safety for Women has recently distributed posters 
and maps on campus making recommendations on the security of female students. 
While we approve efforts to improve the safety of women at this university, we fine 
the subcommittee's proposals ineffective and frustrating; 

First item: the poster. Plastered on washroom walls and on toilet cubicle doors 
throughout university buildings is a.small black-and-white poster. On this poster, a 
sneakercd man with bulging eyes and hairy legs leers over the door. The caption 
reads, "You may not be alone," implying that an attacker may be lurking nearby. 

While the poster intends to alert women to potential danger, its effect is to make 
them chuckle. Several women in Redpath Library commented yesterday on the 
poster's silliness. Another remark was, "I don't want to look at this while I go to the 
bathroom." 

The poster lists a single phone number to call for aid in case of attack: 392-3000, 
the Campus Security number. It does not mention any organisations specifically 
trained to deal with sexual harassment or rape, for instance, the rape crisis centres 
listed on the Women's Union rape card. \ 

Administration officials have said they need to be notified of attacks so they can 
record how many people have been attacked. However, campus security personne 
have no training in handling sexual assault victims. There is little reason to refer 
women to Campus Security. Almost equally accessible is Montreal's only 24-hour 
sexual assault crisis centre on Peel street. 

Item two: The Senate Subcommittee has also issued maps indicating campus areas 
which are poorly lit and advising women not to walk in these areas without an 
escort. This suggests an acceptance by subcommittee members that parts of campus 
are inevitably unsafe and consequently closed to women after dark. As well, com- 
mittee members are acquiescing to the imposition of a curfew for women and to 
their dependence on men when walking at night. 

Female students expect security throughout the campus. Committee members 
should pressure Physical Plant and the university's administration to spend money 
on renovating washrooms and on increasing lighting and security guard training. We 
appreciate the committee's efforts, but at present it seems they, too, are in the dark.

Hon of the PR department (and their cronies amongst the students) vis à vis the 
slogans scrawled on the walk. The slick PR releases cluttered the floors. The graffiti 
got people's attention. * 1 

Its message has had effect not sqmuch through content (though it offended a tew 
students of the Tory persuasion), but by showing there are students who do not have 
a reverential attitude towards McGill property. There are people who are willing to 
abuse public property. To phrase it yet another way, some students are willing to 
fight back against an environment that is alienating and trying to pass itself off as 
otherwise. 

When Principal Johnston first arrived at McGill, strange noises were heard in the 
air... something about collegiality. Several years later we've all learned what col- 
legiality means. Correct channels are used to sidetrack dissent. Requests for improv- 
ed lighting are to be round-filed so that womyn can be told to change their routes 
home and walk in groups. Petitions for divestment from companies investing in 
South Africa are to be submitted to the Board so that they can be ignored by people 
whose claim to fame is involvement in multi-national corporations with holdings in 
South Africa (obviously collegiality negates conflict of interest). The students at this 
university have learned a lot about correct'channels and collegiality. Funny, isn't it 
the more we learn about collegiality the less often Principal Johnston refers to.it.' 

Those individuals responsible for the graffiti on campus are tired of using the cor- 
rect channels, channels that are nothing but dead ends. They have chosen to employ 
other means to get their message across. In so doing they made a fundamental error. 

Their slogans appeared on the outsides of buildings, to be read by those who are 
as tired and alienated from McGill as the authors themselves. There are walls in- 
doors, even in the Board's meeting room. These are the walls where the messages 
should appear.

II over the world reports of censor- 
ship are the same. Whether they come, 
as this one did, from Greece, or from 
Eastern Europe, Asia, Africa or Latin 
America, the people whose only crime 
was to speak their truth tell the same 
story of prison, persecution and sup- 
pression. The quotation above comes 
from a Greek professor of law who was 
removed from the University of Athçns 
and thrown in jail under the Colonel's 
junta. He is now a Minister in the 
Papandreou government. 

At McGill, there is a new group, open 
to new members, which seeks to keep 
and eye on international censorship and 
to publicize it on campus. The group is 
called Censorwatch (McGill). Some of 
the things we'll be watching are like 
these: 

This year in Uruguay a production of 
The Glass Menagerie by Tennessee 
Williams was Banned because of its 



"marked tendency towards the 
disuniting of the family and its lack of 
hierarchization of the social unit." 

Closer to home: You may have heard 
about the three Canadian films on acid 
rain and nuclear war that were censored 
last February in the States, but did you 
know that the U.S. government files 
released last March confirmed that John 
Lennon had been "closely followed" by 
the FBI? He was to be "neutralized" or 
deported under any . pretext to prevent 
him from leading a protesi against the 
Republican party. 

And in South Africa, last March the 
American magazine Newsweek was ban- 
ned because of its cover story on apar- 
theid. The South African Foreign 
Minister R.F. Botha commented "this is 
an example of what the West means by 
freedom of speech — the right to lie, 
deceive and distort." 

Even apolitical writing gets people in- 
to trouble in lots of countries where 
politics is considered to be essential to all 
that is worthwhile. If you care about 
what happens to professionals who exer- 
cise their right'to free expression, you 
should know about Censorwatch. Ask 
about us at Rm. 415 in the Student 
Union Bflilding.

' as in yesterday's editorial, and tried to 
serve a broader base, still acting as a 
catalyst lor discussion and change, then 
Miss Frum's journal, resplendant with 
pious platitudes, would have no founda- 
tion. II, by the way, your writers are hav- 
ing difficulties with those aforesaid 
movements, which is to be interred from 
the lone ol writing, Ihen no doubl our il- 
lustrious Medical Faculty could help them.

But Linda 
and David — and Ihey are not alone — 
have given public testimony that education 
has made little impact on their creative 
potential. That Is largely the lault ol their 
teachers, not their*s alone. The test ol 
creative teaching is to develop reason and 

- Intellect, creative thought ralher than a 
.vacancy ol mind; these are the most fun- 
damental challenges wo as teachers lace. 

Linda and David have a long way to go. 
but they are still young and opportunity is 
not yet lost. Allow them a little brazennes 
to promenade their conservative tableau, 
but to get anywhere they must also employ 
that most unique ol all creations: thought 
and originality. They have failed to give us 
that becuase they are the victims ol our 
teaching.

•The McGill University Magazine is righl 
to point out lhal Ireedom ol speech is 
crucial lor a democracy. Clearly, it society 
is lo make decisions that will ailed all 
citizens, they should have the right to 
make their views known. Unfortunately, in 
a society ol social and economic inequali- 
ty, Ireedom ol speech Is corrupted into a 
delense ol Ihe status quo. 

Let mo explain. Freedom ol speech 
guarantees that everyone has the right to 
present his or her opinion (in theory). 
And. in lad, critical books written by " 
Marxists and others are readily available 
even in capitalist societies. Surely. Ihen. 
one might think Ireedom ol speech Is in el- 
led and society is getting bolh sides ol Ihe 
story? 

In actual lad. nominal Ireedom ol 
speech is used to conceal the lad that 
both sides are not really presented fairly. 
In courts ot law. both sides are given 
equal time lo present Iheir cases and even 
poorer people are guaranteed a lawyer. II 
one side were denied equal opportunity to 
present ils case on Ihe basis ol lack ol 
economic means, society would cry out. 

In deciding social questions, however, 
equal time is unheard ol. For every piece 
ol Marxist or olher critical literalure. there 
are. thousands ol "conservative" books, 
newspapers, etc. The rich, or those who 
write supporting Ihose benefiting from Ihe 
stalus quo, clearly have an overwhelming 
advantage. 

Case in point. Friday's Gazette leatures 
a Iront-page story on Linda Frum and her 
MUM. Isn't it charitable ol the Gazette to 
provide a lorum lor Ireedom ol speech bai- 
lies? As we can all see trom the tille ol Ihe 
article. Ihe story is there more because ol 
Linda's Mom than because ot her MUM. 

MUM wants us to believe that the Dai/y 
is some sort ol inlormation monopoly and 
thai McGill students have no other pooint 
ol view presented lo them. In reality, it is 
the Daily and not MUM which is going 
against the mainstream ol our 
"one-dimensional" society, as Marcuse 
has called it. 

One last point. I disagree wilh much ol 
'what Ihe Daily prints, but primarily 
because ils "critical" look al society 
tends lo be quite sloppy and is often 
reduced to slogans and cliché. I hope lhal 
the appearance ol MUM causes you to 
reline your arguments and not to take part 
in a campaign ol mutual name-calling. 
Student newspapers are one ol the lew 
forums lhal provide access lo critical 
thought, lo attempts to put "contours" 
into society.

The Redmen pucksters par- 
ticipated 'in a Thanksgiving 
Hockey Tournament played in 
Toronto last week-end. 

The Redmen are 3-5-0 in the 
exhibition season, and all 3 wins 
have been come-from-behind 
affairs. Earlier this year, the 
Redmen had overcome 3-1 and 
4-1 deficits to win over Sheridan 
College (7 -3) and St. Thomas 
(5*4). 

. The Guelph game was no ex- 
ception, as the Redmen rallied 
behind a 3-0 deficit scoring 5 
unanswered second period goals 
to edge the Gryphons 6-5. 

Veteran Brad "O'Malley" 
Field started the comeback with 
a nice deflection ', which was 
soon followed by Paul "The 
Bull" Barber's tip-in, his first 
of 2 goals. Rookie Alain 
Robichaud also netted two 
goals and George Burnett added 
one. 

Normally a defenseman, 
Barber had spent most of train- 
ing camp playing up front. He 
has found the transformation 
difficult, but has worked hard 
to overcome his offensive short- 
comings. Barber managed only 
2 goals in his first season and 4 
last year, but last Friday night 
"The Bull" went on a rampage 
scoring twice, hitting a 
goalpost, and missing an empty 
net during the last minute of 
play. 

Their last meeting had been 
on January 3rd, 1982, when 
Guelph pulled their goalie 
against McGill trailing 6-5, and 
scored the tying goal with only 
12 seconds remaining - - a shot 
which bounced off several Red 
defensemen. 

Saturday's game had McGill 
trailing 5-4 with 8 minutes left 
when Seneca drew a major 
penalty for drawing blood 
(captain Yves Beaucage received 



eight stitches). A minute later, 
Seneca drew a minor penalty, 
giving the Redmen a two-man 
advantage. McGill failed to 
score on this great opportunity. 

Robichaud scored twice once 
again for the Red and White, 
with singles going to "Dutchy" 
Ducharme and rookie Jim 
Chandik, who scored McGill's 
only goal in eight power play 
opportunities. 

Sunday against York,- the 
Yeomen showed McGill how it 



should be done, scoring 3 of 
their 6 goals with the man ad- 
vantage. Their power play suc- 
ceeded on 3 out of 4 oppor- 
tunities, including two with 
two-man advantages. 

The Redmen collected the
